Mut  although  we  .-hould  insist  upon  securing;  tt>  the  individual  the 
larj^est  amount  of  liberty,  it  i>  not  meant  that  the  individual  has  no  obli- 
j^ation  to  serve  the  State.  Huite  the  contrary,  lie  is  under  the  deein'st 
ifbligation  to  serve  others,  and  the  reason  for  .v;ivinK  him  the  fullest  liberty 
is,  tliat  under  freedom  he  can  render  the  best  service  to  the  whole  body  of 
the  people,  l-^nforceil  public  virtue,  enforced  generosity,  are  mere  contra- 
dictions in  terms.  It  is  only  wh'*n  a  man  who  is  free  to  be  ungenerous, 
choo>e-  to  be  f.;enerou>,  that  he  is  reallv  >o.     \o  one  can  be  forced  to  be 

( >ne  of  the  >pecial  temptations  of  lawmakers  is  to  make  Uhi  many 
laws,  atul  particularly  umler  democratic  forms  .if  government.  Legisla- 
tures in  permanent  session,  as  is  often  the  case  in  this  age.  are  exceedingly 
dangerous  institutions.  If  tbey  could  be  dosed  during  seventy-tive  per 
cent,  of  the  time  they  are  now  open  the  health  t»f  the  states  they  serve 
would  be  much  improved.  'The  wise  nian  in  fair  health  does  not  call  the 
doctor  too  often.  He  trusts  s<imewhat  to  nature  and  to  I'rovidence.  T(m» 
much  prohibitive  legislation  is  bad  i  it  tends  to  make  hypocrites ;  too  much 
legislation  of  a  kintily,  helpful  sort,  tends  to  make  mtt  oidy  hypocrites,  but 
also  spineless  weaklings.  Restrictive  legislation  .>h(fuld  be  contined  to 
those  who  would  do  injustice  to  others.  Promotive  legislation  should  not 
.lurce  of  privilege  to  a  lew,  and  of  burden-bearing  to  the  many.    The
